letters from the flour industry 
and one from a market. 

The regulations enable 
county officers to inspect in 
stores on a package-by-package 
basis. Christensen pointed out 
this method is the only tool that 
county inspectors now have to 
protect the consumer since a 
Federal court ruled last summer 
that statistical sampling of 
wholesale and retail lots of these 
products will no longer be 
permitted. 

The decision came as the 
direct result of a suit brought by 
General Mills and other flour 
distributors. 

“Since the court ruled in their 
favor,” Christensen said, “it is 
necessary to adopt the present 
package-by-package inspection 
regulation to provide the 
consumer with some measure of 
protection.”

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LABOR SHORTAGE SERIOUS PROBLEM 


OF STATE’S RIPE OLIVE INDUSTRY 


LINDSAY — The increasing 
mechanization .of California 
agriculture has failed to make 
any inroads into production of 
the world’s most ancient fruit, 
with the result that the 
chronic - and rapidly 
worsening - shortage of labor is 
threatening the state’s $25 
million rope olive industry. 

Earl Fox, president of the 
grower cooperative that packs 
one in every three cans of ripe 
olives produced in the world, 
told the Council of California 
Growers that southern San 
Joaquin valley association 
growers were 1,000 pickers short 
for the 1973 harvest “‘and we’re 
35% of the industry.” 

Ray Scott, director of grower 
relations for the Lindsay Olive 
Growers co-op, said good wages 
proved insufficient inducement 
to get the needed pickers. ““We 
advertised extensively, 
particularly in the Fresno and 
Bakersfield areas, and worked 
with farm labor.services in Texas 
and the Northwest as well as 
California, but still came up 
shorthanded,” Scott reported. 

According to Scott an 
“average” picker earns $30 to 
$40 a day, with more skilled 
workers getting as high as $60 
daily. 

Scott said the olive harvest, 
spanning 6 to 8 weeks in the 
Fall, competes with grapes and 
citrus for available labor. “In the 
past, we’ve had apple workers 
come here from the Northwest, 
but this year a bumper apple 
crop kept them at home,” he 
added. 

Allen Sanborn, a Porterville 
grower, fared better than most. 
“I started early and finished up 
my 70 acres of trees in four 
weeks,” he said. “Things could 
have been worse if it hadn’t been 
for unusual weather, enabling 
most producers to stretch out 
the-harvest,’’ Sanborn added. 

The Lindsay-based co-op 
represents 102 growers in the 
Orland-Corning-Oroville area of 
the Sacramento valley, as well as 
334 growers in the south San 
Joaquin. “We all face the same 
problem,’’ Ray. Scott said, 
predicting a “50% shortage of 
workers this Fall, with no relief 
in sight.” 

Olive trees tend to bear more 
heavily in alternate years, 
though efforts are made to even 
out production by thinning. 
Scott said the industry needs 
10,000 workers, picking an 
average of 10 tons each, to 
harvest the state’s 28,000 
bearing acres, as well as the 
14,000 acres planted in the last

6 years and now coming into 
production. 

To Fox, the viability of an 
agricultural industry that had its 
beginnings at the early Spanish 
missions, will demand 
continuing’ and expanded 
availability of foreign 
agricultural workers. 

‘‘Despite growers paying 
wages last year that averaged 
$175 to $200 per ton of fruit 
picked-whereas just a year 
earlier the total value of a ton of 
Olives was only $165 - domestic 
sources of labor are proving 
severely inadequate. Our 
unméchanized industry is highly 
dependent on the 
agriculture-oriented worker. For 
the forseeable future, we can see 
no alternative to a continuation 
of programs providing seasonal 
foreign workers for the olive 
harvest,” Fox said.

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No Shortage 
Of Bread Says 
Ag. Economist 


WASHINGTON —- 
“Consumers do not face a bread 
shortage,’ says Dr. Don 
Paarlberg, director of 
agricultural economics for the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture. 

“Charges that we will not 
have wheat to make into bread 
are simply not true,” he said. 

Dr. Paarlberg pointed out 
that the USDA ‘estimates that 
the nation will have 178 million 
bushels of old-crop wheat left at 
the end of the marketing year on 
June 30-plus several hundred 
million bushels of new-crop 
wheat that will be harvested in 
May and June. The US. 
consumes about 530 million 
bushels of wheat a year for food 
uses. 

The 1974 wheat crop is 
currently estimated at 2.1 billion 
bushels - roughly four times the 
nation’s domestic food 
requirements, Dr. Paarlberg said. 

““Our wheat exports are 
extremely important to the 
nation in generating export 
earnings,’ Dr. Paarlberg said. 
“These earnings are helping to 
pay for the increased costs of oil 
imports, along with the raw 
materials and low-cost consumer 
goods from overseas that are 
helping to keep inflation from 
running completely away with 
us. If we cut off wheat exports, 
we would raise the cost of our 
imports - and our cost of living.”
